Restriction Requirement Response

and 19. 

In response to the species election requirement in the Restriction Requirement, 
Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, CF 3 as R 9 , H as Ri 0 , H as Rn, M as Ri 2 , H as Rj 3 , and 
epidermis as the layer of skin. Claims 12, 13, 15, and 17 read upon the elected species.

For example, upon allowance of the 
elected claims, Applicants reserve the right to seek rejoinder pursuant to M.P.E.P. § 821.04.
